Dear Mr. Wuetcher: 

In tlie third full paragraph, the iiiemoraiidum states “. , . aiid that tlie proposed rate 
adjustment would generate additional revenues of $400.” Prestonsburg had not filed a 
revised tariff sheet proposing a rate adjustment. The computatioii was prepared on an “as 
if’  basis to deinoiistrate that if a rate adjustment had been proposed it would only 
generate additional revenue of approximately $400. 

As discussed at the conference, it is Prestonsburg’s intent to file a revised tariff 
sheet, when and if, it proposes a rate increase for its wliolesale water custoiners.
